U. S. APPEALS COURT UPHOLDS 
WIRE-TAPPING INSIDE STATE 


Affirms Insurance Fraud Convic- 
tions Based on Conversations 
Over Telephones, 


NEW YORK, April 10 (AP), — 
The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals held today that “wire- 
tapped” intra-state telephone mes- 


sages may be admitted in evidence, 
in a decision affirming the convic- 
tion of two doctors, a lawyer and 
an insurance agent on fraud 
charges. 

The four were found guilty of 
defrauding insurance companies 
through fake disability claims. The 
decision wag the first of its kind 
in this circuit dealing directly with 
intra-state messages. An appeal 
was expected. 

The defendants, Dr. Maximilian 
Goldstein, Dr. George Krupp, Jo- 
seph J, Weiss, an attorney, and 
Martin Gross were convicted by a 
Federal Court jury March 7, 1938. 
Weiss and Gross were sentenced to 
terms of three years and the two 
doctors were sentenced to a year 
and a day each,

WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP). 
—President and Mrs. Roosevelt

DUBOIS, Pa., April 10 (AP).—Fu- 
neral services were held in the 
nearby coal mining town of Force 
yesterday for Iread Spray Levendu- 
sky, known as the largest Boy Scout 
in the United States.

Executive Tells Senators of 
Plan to Let Exhibitors. Reject 
15 Pct. of Films.

ager of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, told 
a Senate Interstate Commerce sub- 
committee today that motion pic- 
ture producers have approved a 
code which would accomplish most 
of the objectives of the Neely Bill 
to abolish: block-booking. 

The code, he said, would enable 
an exhibitor to reject 15 to 20 per 
cent of the film output he. had 
agreed to buy from a producer. He 
added that this would more than 
double the present cancellation 
privilege. 


“We have agreed to relieve any 
theater of any film which is of- 
fensive for moral, religious or ra- 
cial reasons,” Rodgers said. 

Block-booking is a practice by 
which movie exhibitors contract for 
groups of films rather than buying 
them individually, 

Rodgers testified that officers of 
exhibitors’ associations in Southern 
California, New York City and Vir- 
ginia had approved the code with 
minor reservations. He said there 
was no question it would be 
adopted. 

Under the proposal, Rodgers ex- 
plained, arbitration boards, com- 
posed of representatives of distrib- 
utors, exhibitors and neutral  in- 
terests, would be set up in the 32 
distribution centers to determine 
whether exhibitors’ charges of of- 
fensiveness were justified. 

Producers agreed, he said, not to 
take choice pictures away from 
small exhibitors in order to give 
them to larger theater owners. In 
addition, he said, they would dis- 
continue requiring a theater owner 
to purchase short subjects and 
other units in order to get feature 
pictures, 

Answering arguments of repre- 
sentatives of civic groups, the film 
executive said the “so-called moral 
issue” did not exist under block- 
booking. 

“We have had 1292 cancellations 
of ‘Christmias Carol,’ which is a 
beautiful picture, compared with 
13 cancellations of gangster pictures 
in the same length of time,” he said. 

Adoption of the English system 
of showing the pictures to exhib- 


\itors before booking them, he said, 
|“would force every company to cur- 
‘tail its production at least 25 per 
cent.” 

| Rodgers said less than 2400 of 
the 16,500 motion picture theaters 
‘in the United States were owned 
wholly or partly by producers, He 
disputed charges of earlier wit- 
nesses that block-booking was 
threatening independent owners

GOV. HORNER RETURNS HOME; 
OFFICIALS WELCOME HIM 


Illinois Executive Is Expected to 
Leave Much of Work to Re- 
gency Board. 

CHICAGO, April 10 (AP).—Gov. 
Henry Horner returned to Illinois 
yesterday from Florida where he 
spent more than four months re- 
covering from fatigue and a heart 
ailment. 

Mayor Kelly of Chicago was 
among the 200 friends and political 
associates at the station to greet 
the Governor. 

The return to Illinois automati- 
cally ended the rule of an unoffi- 
cial regency board, unparalleled in 
the State’s history, which was cre- 
ated after he went to Florida last 
November. 

Four public officials, all political 
friends of the Governor, were 
named to the board. Though the re- 
gency was headed by Lieutenant- 


{Governor John Stelle, who was 


aligned with anti-Horner Demo- 
cratic forces in the last two pri- 
mary campaigns, it worked as a 
unit to continue administration pol- 
icies and facilitate co-operation be- 
tween rival party factions. For 
many weeks the regents acted with- 
out the Governor’s advice. 

As physicians have decided that 
the Governor must limit his execu- 
tive duties to one or two hours a 
day, it is thought that much of the 
work wil] continue in the hands of 
the four-man board. 


AUSTRIA AND CZECHO-SLOVAKIA 
BURDEN TO NAZIS, SAYS EXILE 


Dr. Melchior Palyi Declares There 
Is Opposition to Germany 
in Both Areas. 

CHICAGO, April 10 (AP).—Dr. 
Michior Palyi, until 1933 adviser 
to Germany’s Reichsbank and chief 
economist for the Deutschebank, 
said yesterday Austria and Czecho- 
Slovakia are becoming an economic 
burden to Germany. 

He said in a University of Chica- 
go broadcast the two countries 
swallowed by Adolf Hitler’s Third 
Reich are proving hard to digest. 

“The battle which is being fought 
is not only an economic one,” said 
Dr. Palyi, now on the university 
faculty, “there is a psychological 
opposition to German power-poli- 
tics.”

Senator Lewis was the Democrat- 
ic whip of the Senate. In that ca- 
pacity, he followed with few de- 
partures the leadership of the 
Roosevelt administration. 


Lewis, as whip, had the major 
duty of holding the party’s voting 
strength readily available during 
floor ballot tests. In that capac- 
ity, he followed, with few depar- 
tures, the leadership of the Roose- 
velt Administration. His most out- 
standing difference with the Ad- 
ministration came over Mr. Roose- 
velt’s efforts to procure Senate rati- 
fication of the St. Lawrence Sea- 
way Pact with Canada.

In a previous case against Ham- 
ilton-Brown, the Labor Board or- 
dered the reinstatement of 187 
workers at the Union (Mo.) factory. 
The board found that the company 
encouraged the formation of an in- 
dependent union in opposition to 
a CIO local. The case, which now 
involves back pay claims in excess 
of $100,000, is pending in the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals 
with the firm contesting the board's 
order. 

The dispute grew out of a strike 
in April, 1937. 

The Poplar Bluff case hinges on 
the charge that since July, 1938 the 
shoe company has “engaged in a 
preconceived and continuous plan” 
to discourage membership in Local 
149 of the CIO union and to induce 
employes to join the A. F. of L. 
Local 177. The company signed a 
closed-shop contract with the latter 
union last July 7, after the plant 
had been shut down almost two 
months. 

The board contends that the com- 
pany refused jobs to 36 active mem- 
bers of the CIO local when the plant 
resumed operations. Other charges 
are that company executives de- 
clared they never would sign an 
agreement with a CIO union and 
threatened to discharge workers 
and permanently close the Poplar 
Bluff plant unless employes 
dropped their CIO memberships and 
joined the A, F. of L. The shut- 
down, the Labor Board contends, 
was part of the firm’s program of 
intimidation and coercion.

WASHINGTON, April 10. 

ACK of the indictment of Demo- 

cratic Boss Tom Pendergast of 

Kansas City, head of one of the 
most ruthless and corrupt machines 
that ever disgraced American poli- 
tics and the whole American social 
system, is a long and _ intricate 
story of efforts by Gov. Stark of 
Missouri to crush Pendergast, of 
the work of Federal secret agents, 
of political maneuverings in Wash- 
ington to save the Boss, of the final 
collapse of the defenses’ that 
stuffed-shirt complacence, political 
chicanery and the power of money 
had thrown around him. 

It does not minimize the im- 
portance of other factors and 
persons in a long fight for civic 
decency to say that Pendergast 
might not now be in the Federal 
toils, on charges of income-tax eva- 
sion, if the foree of an aroused 
public opinion had not compelled 
the abandonment of a shameless 
political deal cooked up in Wash- 
ington a little over a year ago in 
aid of the Boss, 

United States District Attorney 
Maurice M, Milligan at that time 
was in the midst of a brilliant cru- 
sade against the Kansas City elec- 
tion crooks, Indictments of judges 
and clerks at the 1936 election were 
coming out of the grand jury hop- 
per in wholesale lots, to be followed 
by convictions or pleas of “no con- 
test.” The higher-ups in the or- 
ganized prostitution of the ballot 
in Kansas City had not been 
reached, but the trail was getting 
steadily warmer. 

This was the state of affairs as 
Milligan came to within a few 
weeks of the end of the four-year 
term for which, on the recommend- 
ation of Senator Clark, he had been 
appointed. The Pendergast organ- 
ization, for years a tremendous fac- 
tor in holding Missouri in the Dem- 
ocratic column, demanded its quid 
pro quo. It demanded that Milli- 
gan be ditched. The machine, and

In all probability, the fine results 
which have just been obtained 
would have been indefinitely de- 
layed, if, indeed, in the face of ad- 
ministration apathy, they could 
have been expected at all without 
a complete change of government. 

The people of Missouri saw all 
this and they let their views be 
known.

FORMER CZECH EDITOR URGES

J. M. Martinek Says Nation Should

ANTI-GERMAN BLOC UNLIKELY, 
SAYS COUNT STEPHEN BETHLEN 


Fate of Czechs Caused Distrust of 

Democracies, Ex-Premier of 

Hungary States. 

BUDAPEST, April 10 (AP).— 
Count Stephen Bethlen, former 
Premier of Hungary, said yester- 
day Europe’s Western democracies 
had little chance of success in join- 
ing the smaller nations of Central 
Europe into an anti-German bloc. 

After the fate of Czecho-Slovakia, 
the Count said in a newspaper ar- 
ticle, nations in the Danubian Ba- 
sin were somewhat afraid to accept 
protection of democratic Powers 
against Germany. He said these 
small nations believed they now 
had a better chance of retaining 
independence by giving Germany 
certain concessions.

Premier from 1921 to 1931, asserted 
the “failure of the peace treaties” 
was responsible for the current sit- 
uation and that it was high time 
for the democracies and totalitar- 
ian states to compromise their dif- 
ferences, : 


INCREASE IN SHIPPING RATES 


Higher Class Schedules Recom- 
mended on Certain Commodities. 

WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP).— 
An Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion examiner recommended yester- 
day that the commission authorize 
higher class rates between the ter- 
ritory east of the Indiana-Illinois 
line and parts of Southern Mis- 
souri. 

The first-class rate would be from 
New York to Joplin and Neosho, 
Mo., would be increased eight cents 
per hundred pounds—from $2.73 to

SOVIET SCIENTISTS 
TRY DRYING BLOOD 
FOR TRANSFUSIONS 


Clinical Tests of Value of Pow- 
dered Form to Be Started in 
Moscow. 


MOSCOW, April 10 (AP).—The 
newspaper Bolshevik reported yes- 
terday that progress has been made 
by Soviet scientists in turning blood 
into a powder that can be stored 
until it is needed for transfusions. 

The paper said the Central Insti- 
tute of Haemathology and, Blood 
Transfusion -+has been working on 
the probleth for a year and is ready 
to begin clinical tests to determine 
its value. 

Blood is dried in such a way by 
the experimenters that it can be 
sealed in glass containers and later 
liquefied when it is needed. The 
paper declares experiments had 
demonstrated that chemical and 
physical properties of the dried 
blood differ only slightly from 
those of blood in liquid form. 

“Final solution of this problem 
will open immense possibilities in 
the sphere of blood transfusion,” 
the paper said. 


ELLENDER WANTS 10 STOP 
‘SLAUGHTER’ BY LABOR BOARD 


He Proposes Wagner Act Amend- 
ments to Prevent “Killing 
Many Local Unions.” 

WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP).— 
Senator Ellender (Dem.), Louisiana 
said today he would propose amend- 
ments to the Wagner Act “to pre- 
vent bona fide independent labor 
unions from slaughter at the hands 
of the National Labor Relations 
Board.” 

“By devious methods possible un- 
der the present law,” Ellender said 
in a statement, “the board has been 
able to kill many local unions 
which were absolutely free from 
employer domination and compel 
workers, against their will and bet- 
ter judgment to be controlled by 
national labor organizations.” 

Eliender said his amendments 
would assure aggrieved workers 
the right to appeal board decisions 
to the courts. The Louisianan is a 
member of the Labor Committee, 
which was scheduled to start hear- 
ings on proposed amendments to 
the Wagner Act tomorrow. 
Committee members were unde- 
cided today whether the hearings 
would be started, however, because 
some wanted to recess because of 
Senator Lewis’ death. 


SWEDEN WARNS POWERS 
WITH TERRITORIAL AMBITIONS 


Defense Minister Says Nation “Will 
Not Allow Herself to Be 
Sacrificed.” 

STOCKHOLM, April 10 (AP).— 
Defense Minister Per-Edvin Skoeld 
yesterday served notice on Euro- 
pean Powers with territorial am- 
bitions that “Sweden will not allow 
herself to be sacrificed. 

“Any idea, that Sweden has no 
possibility of maintaining her inde- 
pendence and the freedom of her 
people is wrong,” he said in a 
speech at Malmoe. 

In what was interpreted as a ref- 
erence to Germany, Skoeld added: 
“If a foreign Power had intentions 
of destroying that independence, 
Sweden's chance of saving herself 
at least would be as great as the 
risk of being deleted from the map 
of Europe.”

TIENTSIN, April 10 (AP).—A 
gunman assassinated S. G. Cheng, 
manager of the Federated Reserve 
Bank and Superintendent of Cus- 
toms, last night at a movie theater 
in the British area and shot two 
men who tried to block his escape. 

A Swiss engineer who tried to 
halt. the gunman died of his 
wounds.

BRAZIL EASES EXCHANGE RULE 


70 Per Cent of Remittances Abroad 
Freed by Government. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, April 10 
(AP).—Brazil put into effect yes- 
terday a new foreign exchange pol- 
icy easing the severe restrictions 
imposed by President Getulio Var- 
gas in 1937. 

A decree announced by the Gov- 
ernment freed 70 per cent of all 
remittances abroad from Govern- 
ment control, apparently as a re- 
sult of Foreign Minister Oswaldo 
Aranha’s promise to the United 
States Government for a freer ex- 
change. The Government retained 
control over 30 per cent of foreign 
exchange by authorizing its pur- 
chase only by the Bank of Brazil 
at an official rate which has not 
been disclosed yet.

THE PRO-PENDERGAST LEADERS. 

Last Friday’s Federal indictments should have 
served to make up the mind of any hesitant Missouri 
legislator about Gov. Stark’s bill to end Pendergast 
machine control of the Kansas City police. Neverthe- 
less, the Boss’ lieutenants in the House, John D. Tay- 


ljor of Keytesville and H. P. Lauf of Jefferson City, 
‘are still trying to herd the legislators aboard the 
| sinking ship. They are working with might and 


main to discredit Republican support of the Stark 
bill, and by this means to lure Democrats into the 
opposition fold. 

Taylor's tactics are of a crude and even offensive 
nature. In the latter category must be placed his 
ill-tempered and profane outburst last Thursday, on 
the floor of the House, against the Republican group, 
for which he later expressed regret. A transparent 
device, indicative of the desperation to which the 
Pendergast forces have been driven, was Taylor's in- 
troduction of a heckling resolution on the same day, 
asking Gov. Stark to disclose the source of his in- 
formation that Kansas City gamblers had raised a 
$176,000 slush fund for use in an attempt to defeat 
the police bill. 

And who is this John D. Taylor, who is so assid- 
uously fronting for the Boss’ interests? He is a 
yeteran Missouri politician, beholden to Pendergast 
tor two important favors, or near-favors. Taylor 
was one of the lucky 13, chosen from among 56 
candidates, slated by the Boss for Congress in 1932, 
when the entire Missouri delegation was chosen at 
large. But Taylor lost out in the primary. 

The second near-favor came later in the same year. 
After Guy B. Park had been elected Governor, with 
Pendergast support, Boss Tom said he had only two 
requests to make of him. One was the appointment 
of R. Emmet O'Malley as State Superintendent of 
Insurance, a position wherein O’Malley put over the 
notorious insurance compromise in circumstances that 
are the subject of last week’s indictments. 

The other favor the Boss wanted was the appoint- 
ment of Taylor as chairman of the Missouri Public 
Service Commission, which’ regulates public utilities. 
Boss Tom’s wires got crossed somewhere along the 
line, and the appointment went to John Caskie Col- 
let, now Federal Judge, with whose father Taylor 
had carried on a prolonged political feud. 

And who is H. P. Lauf, the second member of the 
wrecking crew? His name is a familiar one in the 
story of the odorous O’Malley deal, as a beneficiary 
from its plunder. His fee-grabbing, totaled $60,000, 
awarded by the Cole County Circuit Court, but later 
declared illegal by the State Supreme Court.

Protests Dismissal From WPA, 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

WOULD like to know why the work- 

ers on WPA who are married and 
have families should be cut off the rolls 
when there are a lot of single persons re- 
tained. My wife will soon have another 
baby and, since I have done my work 
right for three years, I don't see why I 
should be fired, when there are so many 
that don’t need the job.

(The Governor has explained that his data 
came from “absolutely reliable” persons, whose iden- 
tity he does not wish to disclose because, under cur- 
rent police conditions in Kansas City, he would fear 
for their safety.) This role is a novel one for Taylor. 
He has previously been noted instead for his activi- 
ties in choking off investigations. He was a leader, 
with Lauf, in opposing inquiries into the public utility 
lobby. And, of ironic implications at the moment, 
Taylor vigorously opposed an investigation into the 
O’Malley-Pendergast insurance compromise. 

Under leadership of the unsavory Taylor-Lauf cali- 
ber, it is difficult to imagine how the opposition to 
Gov. Stark’s move to free Kansas City police from 
boss dominance can get far. The machine’s leader is 
discredited. Its House apologists are discredited. 
Kansas City crime and vice conditions are notorious. 
Police control is one last prop holding up the punch- 
drunk dictatorship. The Legislature’s duty is to 
deliver the knockowt blow. 

Any legislator who now votes to maintain the Boss’ 
police power automatically tars himself with the 
Pendergast brush. Such a vote today is a blot on 
good citizenship. And, considering the degree to 
which the State is aroused, it is also a political 
blunder of the first order.

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WITCHES’ BREW IN EUROPE. 

Europe’s caldron seethes more furiously than ever, 
now that Mussolin{ has flung in another discordant 
ingredient, the violent conquest of Albania. It is not 
surprising that pessimism deepens; that President 
Roosevelt says bluntly, on leaving Warm Springs, 
that “I'll be back im the fall if we don’t have a war”; 
that Pope Pius XII, in his first Easter message, asks, 
“How may peace be had if, even among nations, pacts 
solemnly safictioned and the plighted word have lost 
security and value... .?” 

Prime Minister Chamberlain announced last week 
that Britain would assume the role of defending all 
small nations whose independence is threatened by 
aggression. Does the commitment apply to Albania? 
Britain evidently takes it seriously enough to deliver 
a vigorous protest to Rome. And Mussolini, after 
letting reports go out of Italian annexation and 
Victor Emmanuel’s imminent occupation of the Al- 
banian throne, evidently takes the British protest 
seriously enough to announce that the occupation will 
be of a “limited character.” 

The value of such a Fascist pledge has sunk to 
something near zero because of recent events, There 
are the promises to respect the Mediterranean status 
quo, and to withdraw troops from Spain, whose non- 
fulfillment doubtless has its weight in the British- 
French counsels going forward today. 

The axis Powers seem bent on pushing their con- 
quests to the limit before the democracies can make 
their resistance effective.‘ The London-Paris front 
gives evidence of realizing the need for stopping 
the dictators before they become too strong to be 
stopped. Yet both sides hesitate to take the decisive 
step that will bring on the horror and destruction 
of another general war. 

There is a profound truth in the words of Secre- 
tary Hull, that “any threat to peace... violates the 
will of all peoples in the world that their governments 
shall lead them, not toward war, but along paths of 
peace.” This is as true of the Italian and German 
peoples as of any other. But the voice of those two 
peoples is strangled as their conquest-mad leaders reel 
perilously along the precipice. 
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PRIZES FOR MOVIE-GOERS. 

Movie theaters have advanced in little more than a 
generation from the shoestring nickel show in a va- 
cant store building to a billion-dollar business, 
housed in 15,701 picture palaces over the country 
with a total seating capacity of 10,000,000. An in- 
teresting aspect is the disclosure, in figures re- 
leased by the 1939 Film Yearbook, that $30,000,000 
of this mammoth industry’s box-office billion was 
given away in prizes. This doubtless does not in- 
clude the million or more spent by the producers 
on their huge “movie quiz” contest of recent memory. 

The gratuities of bank night, guessing contests and 
free chinaware make an impressive total. It becomes 
the more impressive on considering that the produc- 
ing end of the business could make 15 super-pictures 
with that money, pictures of “Zola” and “Good Earth” 
caliber. And if more substantial and worthwhile 
pictures were made, the need for luring a lacka- 
daisical public into theaters with gifts and prizes 
would soon disappear. 

A faseinating world of make-believe, the movie 
business.

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SENATOR LEWIS. 

The sudden death of James Hamilton Lewis, Unit- 
ed States Senator from Illinois, removes from the 
Senate one of the last of the elder statesmen. For 
more than 40 years he enriched political annals with 
the rare elegance of his raiment, the pristine pink- 


ness of his whiskers, the antique courtliness of his 
actions, and the scholarly but scintillating speech that 
he employed on all occasions. Agile despite his 73 
years, skillful at his task as the Democratic whip, he 
was a colorful figure that time could not wither. 

He merited his title of “perennial statesman.” 

Despite his political activity and his great ability, 
he made few enemies as he leisurely pursued his ca- 
reer, garlanding friend and foe alike with the phrase 
beautiful and the word ornamental. What opponent 
could take umbrage at a reply begun in such man- 
ner as this: “The Senator from Idaho, in a capti- 
vating address of commanding eloquence .. .”? 

Few were the Senators that tried to outdo “J. Ham” 
as an elegantissimo of dress. The late Huey Long 
once declared that he would “outdress him if it 
takes a new suit for every day of this session,” but 
the resplendent Kingfish failed, his colleagues main- 
tain. . 

Talkative as he was, Lewis spoke little of himself 
as a human being. He had nothing to say of his 
philosophy of living, but, judged by its expression in 
outward aspects of personality, it was as individual- 
istic as his dress and manners. He will be remem- 
bered as a gallant gentleman of the old school. His 
patrician hearing was never marred by ahy unseemly 
action. 
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A MEDAL FOR BRAVERY. 

Thomas Neibaur, a WPA laborer of Boise, Idaho, 
with a wife and seven children, returned the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor that he won in the Argonne 
21 years ago to Secretary of War Woodring as an 
Army day “gift.” He wrote that the medal “just 
doesn’t fit in with a job like mine.” Several years 


ago, Senator Borah failed in an attempt to get Con- 
gress to promote Neibaur to the rank of Major, so 
that he would draw retirement pay of $2200 an- 
hually. 

When Private Neibaur halted the enemy attack 
and won his medal, the chances are that he had no

These interests are as 
different as the areas are different. 

In Europe, we are interested in the sur- 
vival of countries which share our attitude 
toward personal liberty, and are willing to 
maintain a tolerably free exchange of goods. 
Here our desire is to make our help avail- 
able to these countries if they need it. In 
Asia, we are interested in maintaini a free 
China, in which we enjoy an equal Biance 
to share in the development of an enormous 
market. In Latin America, we are interest- 
ed in preserving peace and keeping overseas 
countries from intruding. 

Now, the problem is to write a neutrality 
law which applies to all three areas. This 
ig the political crossword puzzle of the 
times. Two solutions have been put for- 
ward. One was adopted—the existing Neu- 
trality Act. The other presumably is about 
to be adopted—the Pittman bill. 

The first solution failed completely to 
further American interests in all three areas. 
It failed worst of all in the Far East, so 
much so that the President had to ignore 
it at the risk of possible impeachment, so as 
not to enforce its provisions. Obviously, he 
did what the country approved or he would 
have been impeached, Under the law, “when 
the President finds” that a war exists he 
must impose an embargo on munitions to 
both sides. To this day the President has 
not found the war in China, an absurdity 
that should make a halfway rational Con- 


gress writhe in embarrassment.

Nor did the act achieve what we want in 
Europe, for it would prevent Britain and 
France from having access to our resources 
in a war with Germany and Italy. And in 
Latin America, the law has not defeated 
our purposes simply because the warswhich 
might damage our position has not begun. 

The present law does not fit the cross- 
word puzzle at all. The Pittman bill is two- 
thirds as bad. It makes sense in one area 
only. In the other two, it defeats the main 
necessities of American foreign policy quite 
as effectively as the present act. And it does 
so without the saving grace of giving the 
President the discretion to find or not to 

nd a war. 

In the Far East, we should be bound to 
injure our friend, China, and aid its enemy, 
Japan, That would become mandatory. 

In Latin America, our very best intentions 
would be handcuffed. We might not be able 
to enforce the Monroe Doctrine, or, indeed, 
look out for our own defense. Let us as- 
sume that some Latin American country, 
egged on and supplied by Germany or Italy, 
made war on a democracy that lies too close 
to the Panama Canal. If that democracy 
lost the war and Berlin or Rome became the 
secret Power behind the throne, that democ- 
racy would be undermined, and the Panama 
Canal would be in danger. And against 
both these hazards we could not act to the 
extent of selling munitions to the democ- 
racy. It is an incredible restriction, 

Senator Pittman’s bill has this one merit: 
It recognizes the fact that the danger of 
war in Europe is acute, more so than danger 
to American interests fn Asia and Latin 
America, and his bill repeals the existing 
statute. But beyond that its merits are dif- 
ficult to discover. The fact is that neu-

Our Checks and Balances 


LL governmehts have three functions: 

the executive, or administration of 
laws; the legislative, or making of laws: the 
judicial, or enforcing of laws. No other 
government, however, has separated these 
three functions to such an extent or placed 
so many checks and balances upon them as 
has the United States. 

“The famous American doctrine of sepa- 
ration of powers,” is a familiar way of re- 
ferring to our device for protecting ourselves 
against too great a concentration of power. 
Checks and balances are often spoken of as 
a part of that device. By checks and bal- 
ances we mean checking the power of one 
branch of government by that of another. 

It is noticeable that such checks serve 
to bring together to some slight extent the 
parts of the Government that would other- 
wise be entirely separate. Through custom, 
also, the different parts of the Government 
have come together to some dé®ree, For 
example, the power of the judicial branch 
to decide whether laws are permissible under 
the Constitution has, through custom, be- 
come a very great influence on our law. 

The founders probably did not clearly fore- 
see this, nor did they foresee the rise of 
the party system. Through that system, the 
executive and the members of the legislative 
body. of the same party often work together, 
and thus in another case the separation is 
somewhat modified. 

There has always been a good deal of criti- 
cism of the famous doctrine. Bryce, that ad- 
mirer of the United States, once declared 
that our separation of powers has turned 
out to be not the keeping apart of things 
really distinct but the forcible disjunction of 
things naturally connected. It may be that 
Bryce is right, but we must consider wheth- 
er what he is pointing out is a defect in the 
principle that guided our forefathers or de- 
fects in the way we have been applying it.

The law enacted for Arkansas by the 193 
Legislature proposed to use the “merit ra 
ing” method, under which employes in ser 
ice at the time the law takes effect retain 
their places, provided their work records 
under civil service demonstrate that they 
are qualified for their jobs and perform 
their duties satisfactorily. 

The results of the “merit rating” method 
elsewhere indicate that it would have pre 
duced the desired results in Arkansas, if the 
Personnel Division had been provided with 
an adequate staff and funds and allo 
time to put it into operation. But while 
this method could have been made to work 
here, the so-called “blanketing in” of em 
ployes without examination was responsible 
for widespread criticism of the civil service 
law and for much of the opposition that was 
aroused against it.

was no peace!” If, in fact, we turn 
our gaze inward but a sad spec- 
tacle is presented us! There is 
abroad in the world a feeling of 
agitation and discontent; a fearful 
unbalanced forerunner of worse ills 
geems to reign in many regions; 
spirits are gripped with anxiety 
and dismay almost as though all 
were on the eve of worse days. 
Obstacles to Peace. 
All this is very far from that 
serene and sure “tranquility with 
order” which constitutes true peace. 
And how may full and true peace 
be had while even sons of the same 
land, frequently forgetful of their 
common origin and common father- 
land, are so profoundly divided by 
a burning and implacable struggle 
between parties and interests? How 
may peace be had while so many 
thousands of men lack work—hon- 
est work which not only maintains 
life for individuals and their fam- 
ilies but represents, furthermore, a 
necessary and decorous explanation 
of the complex energies nature has 
exercised, study of which has en- 
dowed and honored the dignity of 
the human person? 
Who does not see that in such 
Manner enormous masses are be- 
inx formed which impoverishment 
and misery—so much more exas- 
perating because in strident con- 
trast with the luxury and excessive 
comforts of those privileged ones 
who do not feel the duty of helping 
suffering—render easy prey to de- 
ceptive mirages insidiously proposed 
by shrews and promulgators of de- 
structive theories? How may peace 
e had if, unfortunately, even among 
nations there frequently is lacking 
the mutual comprehension which 
alone may encourage and impel 
peoples along luminous ways of 
civil progress, while pacts solemnly 
sanctioned and the plighted word 
have lost that security and value 
which are indispensable bases of 
reciprocal confidence and without 
which ardently desired disarma- 
ment, material and moral, becomes 
with each passing day less possible 
of realization? 

Return to King of Peace. 
Facing such a dangerous storm, 
we earnestly exhort all to return to 
the King of Peace, to the risen One 
from whose lips we hear the con- 
soling words, “Peace be to you.” 
He will give us—as He promised— 
Peace! His peace, that which the

as the world giveth do I give unto 
you. Let not your heart be trou- 
bled: nor let it be afraid.” 

But since external peace cannot 
be but a reflection of internal 
peace it is necessary above all to 
think of peace of conscience; pro- 
cure it if one does not have it; 
guard it and cultivate it if one 
has it. 

It is not, in fact, without pro- 
found reason that our Lord Jesus 
Christ, on this very day, on His 
first appearance to the Apostles, 
wishes to add to the greeting of 
peace the inestimaple gift of peace, 
the sacrament of confession, to the 
end that on the same day of His 
glorious resurrectilon there should 
be born that salutory institution 
which gives back to the spirit the 
grace of triumph of life over the 
blow which is death. 

Church’s Call to Fount of Peace. 

To this inexhaustible fount of 
pardon and of peace, the church 
in the holy days of Easter calls its 
sons with paternal insistence. If 
all would accept the loving invita- 
tion there would thus come about 
an extremely long and flourishing 
blossom of new life in Christ with 
ineffable enjoyment of that ex- 
tremely sweet peace which gives 
the soul dominion ov passion in 
loving and perfect obedience to the 
Lord. “Do you wish your soul,” 
asks St, Augustine, “to conquer over 
your passions? Submit to Him 
who is on high and you will con- 
quer all that here below. And peace 
wifi be in you;. true, sure, extreme- 
ly orderly. 

“What is the order of this peace? 
God commands the spirit; the spirit 
the body. Nothing is more orderly.” 

Here then, venerable brothers and 
beloved sons, is a basis unique and 
unshakable upon which true peace 
rests: God; God, known, respected, 
obeyed. 

To diminish or destroy this obedi- 
ence to the Divine Creator is the 
same as disturbing or completely 
destroying peace in the individual 
as in the family; in various nations 
of the entire world only God, in 
fact, “speaks of peace for His peo- 
ple, for His faithful and for who 
shall turn his heart to Him.” 

Only under the gaze of the om- 
nipotent—supreme teacher of jus- 
tice and supreme giver of peace— 
“justice and peace embrace” be- 
cause as the Prophet Isiah sings: 
“The work of justice shall be peace 
and the effect of justice shall be 
rest and surety for ever.” 


No Peace Without Justice. 


Just as, in fact, there can be no 
peace without order, so there can 
be no order without justice. 

Justice demands that legitimately 
constituted authority be respected 
and obeyed by its subjects: that 
laws be wisely made for the com- 
mon good and conscientiously ob- 
served by all. 

Justice requires that sacred 
rights of human liberty and dig- 
nity be recognized and guarded; 
that those goods and those riches 
which God has strewn in the world 
for the advantage of His sons be 
conveniently distributed. 

Justice means that salutory ac- 
tion on the church of Christ, infal- 
lible teacher of truth, mexhaust- 
ible fount of life for the soul, the 
benefactor of civil society, be not 
opposed and hindered. When arms 
of violence are substituted for the 
scepter of justice, no one need mar- 
vel at the appearance on the hori- 
zon of dull flashes of war in place 
of the longed-for dawn of peace. 

But if it be a task of justice to es- 
tablish and conserve laws of that 
order which is the irreplaceable 
basis of true peace, it is not, how- 
ever, sufficient of itself to over- 
come the real obstacle which too 
frequently is opposed to its appli- 
cation. 

Charity Also Essential. 

If charity is not united in fra. 
ternal harmony to strict and cold 
justice, the eye too easily becomes 
blind for seeing the rights of oth- 
ers. The ear becomes deaf to the 
voice of that equity from whom 
wise and voluntary application the 
reasonable and vital solution may 
be found, even in the most heated 
controversies. 

And when we say charity, we 
mean the generous and fruitful 
charity of Christ. That charity 
which ied Him to die for each of 
us: “Who loves me and delivered 
himself for me.” That charity 
which “presseth us”; and brings 
it about that “they also who live 
may not now live unto themselves 
but unto Him who died for them 
and rose again”: that charity which 
impelled Him to take the form of 
a servant that we might all be- 
come brothers in Him, the first 
born, all sons of the same God, 
heirs of the same kingdom, called 
to enjoy the same eternal life.

“We are in for it, and nothing 
is to be gained by complaining,” 
he said. “There is a big bill to 
be paid, and there is nothing to do 
but pay it. However, industry can 
offset the load to a considerable 
degree by new methods and by bet- 
ter organization.” 

Labor relations are industry’s 
other major worry, Prof. Doriot 
continued. Unions, like taxes, must 
be accepted, he said, but the in- 
dustrialist can strive to help labor 
organizations in the development 
of responsible leadership—a factor 
tilacking in unions like the United 

Automobile Workers of America. 

‘| Prof. Doriot, who is on his way

Army Needs Help in 
Fighting Disease.

ONGRESS has set aside this 

month as Cancer. Control 

Month, and the American 5So- 
clety for the Control of Cancer is 
conducting an active campaign of 
public education. The Women’s 
Field Army against Cancer is na- 
tionwide in scope and activity, and 
undoubtedly you will hear a good 
deal from them in the next few 
weeks. 

This column is very glad to add 
its contribution to the educational 
program, 

The army against cancer needs 
help because its entire national 
budget is about the cost of a single 
pursuit plane. It is organized in 
divisions, headed by a commander 
in each state with local units in 
counties, towns aud cities, It ex- 
pects to diffuse knowledge about 
cancer through meetings, forums, 
newspaper and magazine articles, 
radio programs, posters — in fact, 
through all the means of mass edu- 
cation. It seeks to replace fear 
with facts, superstition with sound 
information. 

It is proper that it should be a 
woman’s army for two reasons: 
first, because women traditionally 
bear the burden of care for’ the 
health of the household. It has al- 
ways been her proud duty to see 
that her husband, her sons, her 
daughters and all the dependents of 
her household take proper care of 
themselves. And second, it is prop- 
er because women suffer more 
from cancer than men. This dis- 
ease killed more women in 1935 be- 
tween the ages of 40 and 65 than 
any other of the horsemen of 
death. 

A significant role in the Wom- 
en's Field Army is played by a 
group of women who have been 
cured of cancer. This Cured Can- 
cer Club of the American Society 
for the Control of Cancer is un- 
der the leadership of Dr. Anna C.

SECRET of WALKING CORRECTLY 


Second of a Series of Articles From Book, "How to Become a Good Dancer."

CHAPTER TWO. : 
EN and girls face different 
ways on the actual dance floor. 
They must both learn how to 
walk correctly. 

I start off with the man’s in- 
structions since they are the simp- 
ler, 

Man’s instructions — Remember 
that the man normally walks for- 
ward most of the time in dancing 
—the girl steps backwards. 

Consequently the man always 
starts off with his left foot first 
(and the girl with her right foot, 
so the two partners are always in 
step together). 

When you dance: 

Lift your feet slightly off the 
floor when walking. 

Do not let them drag or scrape 
on the floor. 

Don’t let your heels touch the 
floor at all when you are dancing 
backward. When you are walking 
forward, you may let your heels 
touch the floor, but only after your 
toes have touched it first. 

After you have become proficient, 
you may dance any way you choose, 
but while you are learning, dance 
only on your toes or on the ball 
of the foot. 

Always move naturally, easily, 
comfortably. Don’t strain, don’t 
exaggerate the steps, and don’t 
be self-conscious. 

To give spring to your steps, 
practice rising up and down on 
your toes, taking long slow walk- 
ing steps around the room in the 
line of direction. 

Girl’s instructions — Remember 
that the girl normally walks back- 
wards most of the time—the man 
steps forward. 

Consequently the girl will always 
start backward with her right 
foot (and the man forward with 
his left, so the two partners are 
always in step together). 

When you dance: 

If you want to dance well, you 
first have to learn to step well. 

Learning to step backwards prop- 
erly not only teaches the girl how 
to keep her feet out of her partner’s 
way—but it will also improve her 
appearance on the dance floor.

HARLOTTE was a pretty child, 
CC sairty good at her lessons, and 
better at doing the outside jobs 
that meant recognition by teachers 
and friends.

Sharing that 
way strengthens the child. Enlisting 
her co-operation enlightens and 
supports her. Discipline without 
co-operation is about as useless as

One-fourth cup cherry juice or 
water, 

One-fourth teaspoon grated lem- 
on rind. 

One teaspoon grated orange rind. 

One-eighth teaspoon salt, 

Three egg whites, beaten. 

Mix together the cherries, flour, 
sugar and juice. Add the rinds 
and salt. Cook slowly and stir con- 
stantly until the mixture becomes 
thick and creamy. Cool. Fold in 
the whites. Pour into glass cups 
and chill. Serve plain or top with 
whipped cream or cherry sauce. 


Commodore Salad 

One cup seeded cherries, 

One cup diced peaches. 

One-half cup diced marshmal- 
lows. 

One-fourth cup nuts. 

One-half cup salad dressing. 

Mix and chill the fruits, marsh- 
mallows and nuts.

Poor Example 


Of Safety Play 
In Bridge Game 


Critic Says South’s Success 
Was Result of an Excel- 
lent Guess. 


By Ely Culbertson 


éé EAR MR. CULBERTSON: 
[Dm- enclosed hand was 
played in one of the better 
club tournaments in Philadelphia. 
“West, dealer. 
“Both sides vulnerable. 


“I was South. I think my part~ 
ner was rather optimistic when he 
bid four hearts. I believe he should 
have bid three hearts on this round, 
and held his breath. I justify my, 
own second bid because of East's 
passes. 

“West led three rounds of clubs, 
the third of which I ruffed. Now I 
could count that if the diamonds 
broke 3-3 and the trump queen lay 
right, my game contract would be 
cold. But if the diamond finesse 
was right and the king only singly 
guarded, I would have to ruff two 
diamonds to establish the suit. 
Having already been forced to ruff 
a club, I would probably lose the 
timing of the hand by attempting 
to run the diamonds without loss. 
So I played a low diamond toward 
dummy and allowed West's nine 
spot to hold the trick. West, re- 
turned a spade. I won with the 
ace and led a second diamond, cap- 
turing West’s king. I returned a 
small diamond from dummy and 
ruffed with the ace of hearts. I 
then led the heart jack, took the 
finesse and, of course, the hand be- 
came a laydown. It seems to me 
that this hand really demonstrates 
the advisability of giving up a trick 
as a safety play. G. E. G., Phila- 
delphia.” 


Fond as I am of safety plays, I 
am afraid that this is not a par- 
ticularly good example. Actually, 
the contract could have been ful- 
filled in several different ways, but 
the point is that winning play de- 
pended entirely on a guess for the 
heart queen. If the diamond suit 
failed to break 3-3, declarer would 
not be able to afford a heart loser 
to the queen but, to avoid it, would 
have to guess whether the queen 
was held by East or West. Sup- 
pose, for example, that we merely 
exchange the heart queen and the 
heart six in the East-West hands. 
Now the following simple line of 
play would succeed where the al- 
leged safety play would fail: 

Declarer ruffs the third club and 
takes the diamond finesse, cashing 
the ace and queen. He ruffs a dia- 
mond with the eight of trumps and 
(in the supposed lay of cards) West 
is unable to overruff. The spade 
ace now is cashed and the spade 
four is ruffed with the heart five. 
Another diamond is led and ruffed 
with the heart jack, and another 
spade with the heart nine. The ace 


and king of hearts now must make 
separately, and declarer loses only 


one more trick. 

I concede that my correspondent 
made an excellent guess for the 
heart queen, but even the best 
guess is not in the same class with 
a true safety play.
